© What is the matter with the 
system of jurisprudence in this 
country that more men are taken 
out and destroyed by the yiolence 
of the mob, by the fury of the pop- 
ulace, and put to death for having 
committed marder, than are tried 
and convicted and punished legally 
for this great crime? . We should 
then do our dutyand- out whole 
duty as men and .citizens and 
officers in the neme of justice that 
we may prevent this tergtble men- 
ace of crime that is confrouting us 
at this time, as far.as it is possible 
for us to prevent it. Many of 
there cases where violence and 
lynch law took. the place of a legal 
trial of an impartial judicial  detir- 
mination of the guilt or innocence 
ofa party Was accompanied by 
the most revolting and disgusting 
acts of savugism ever displayed by 
an uncivilized and bratal people,

the grand total of the other murders, 

“This is surely a startling pic- 
ture of blood and crime, one that 
may well alarm every lover of 
peacé and security, It shows that 
comparitively speaking there is no 
safety of human tife in this country, 
The dearest thing that we have 
and the most sacred right that a 
man can possess is life, which be- 
longs not only to him but to his 
family, and which ‘is necessary to 
the existence of the government 
whose citizen he is, and to which 
he owes the duties of citizenship, 

4 Can we discover any cause for this 
great increase of this bloody crime? 
There must be a cause for it. To 
afford a remedy we must first dis- 
cover the cause, Murders increase 
because the punishment is uncer- 
tain. If in every case punish- 
ment is certainly visited upon the 
one who wickedly takes human 
‘life you have confronting the crime 
that which deters him, He _hesi- 
tates before he takes human life, if 
he knows that his own life, or liberty 
for life, will alone pay the penalty. 
If arrest, trial, and conviction for 
murder would follow in every ‘case 
crime would unquestionably de- 
crease and mob yiolence would in a 
measure disappear. Mob violence 
springs into existence because the 
people lose confidence in the courts 
and juries and in the power of the

Those delicate little fish known 
as sinelts, when cooked within a 
reasonable time after being taken 
fromthe water, are aboutthe daint- 
iest eating that can well be imag: 
ined. Whatis more to the point } 
in~this money making age, they 
have become quite a source of | 
wealth to the people living on and | 
near the coasts of the-Maritine 
Provinces of Canada. We learn 
from the New Brunswick papers 
thatthe smelt season of 1802-03 has 
been remarkably profitable. Here 
is what a Richibucto correspond- 
ent of the St. John, N. B., Sun says 
under date of Feb. 18th; and this 
applies to only one of a large num- 
her of localities in that province 
where the fishing is being carried 
on successfully 3. 

© The smelt fishing senson closed 
on Wednesday, ‘and it was a re- 
markable and fruitful one all 
through, From the time the fish- 
ing commenced until the close, the 
weather continued cold, so that 
the shippers had no losses by the 
fish being spoiled. Something over 
five hundred tons were sent from 
here, and this locality has been 
wiently enriched, (500 tons at an 
average price of 2} cents per pound 
gives $25,000 for distribution ina 
small locality.) Fishermen have 
as the result of less than two 
months work, all) the way from 
ove hundred to six hundred dol- 
lars. The nets and gear are being 
removed this week; nnd the little 
houses that dotted the ice, and 
which serve as the homes of the 
fishermen while the work is going 
on, are being hauled to tand to 
await the time when they shall be
